RUBBER 
OUTPUT 
ESTIMATE. 


Washington, July 7. 

The U.S. Department of Com- 
estimated today that 
werld production of natural 
rubber this year will be 40,000 
tons less than the amount esti- 
mated in April by the Interna- 
fional Rubber Study Group in 
London. ‘lhe Department pre- 
dicted the total as 1,535,000 
long. tons. 


The Department expects United 
States consumption for 1949 to 
be 670,000 long tons. This will 
leave 965,000 tons for the rest of 
the world and inventory adjust- 
ments. 


The’ Department estimntes that 
the United States will also con- 
sume 410,000 long tons of syn- 
thetic rubber or n total of 980,000 
tons of new rubber for the year, 
This is 30,000 tons below the es- 
timate by the Rubber Study 
Group. 


Breaking down the United 
States consumption, the Oe- 
partment sayo that transporta- 
tlon requirements will use 682,- 
000 tons. 


The Department discloses that 
it Is considering changing the re- 
gulations requiring a specife 
amount of synthetic rubber, 


The proposed change would 
give manufacturers a free choice 
of rubber materials which would 
consume an estimated 14,000 tons 
of synthetic rubber this year un- 
der the present specifications 
controls.—Assoctated Press.
